At the end of the next six months 
about 70 per cent were open. At ths 
end of one year about 60 per cent 
were open: at the end of U months, 
about 65 per cent: at the end of three' 
years about 50 per cent; and then the 
figure rather steadily declined by 2 to 
3 per cent of the original number 
each year. 
At the end of ten years 


about 26 per cent of the accounts were 
still open. After that the changes were 
v»ry small, mostly on account of death.
